It 
is rather a significant fact that at the 
meeting of the Copper Producers' Asso- 
ciation held last week an uiiderstaiidiiig 
was arrived at that no further iittempt 
should he made to give ont statistics of 
production and distribution. The nrgu- 
niont advanced by representatives of 
the AmalgaQinted was that no such sta- 
tistical information is attainable in re- 
gard to the copper production of other 
countries, and that the publication of 
such ligures here constituted a mea- 
surable disadvantage to American min- 
ing and smelting interests. The present 
favorable luovenieiit in the price of cop- 
|ier may be due to nnt iiral .conditions of 
supply mill deiiiaiid, or it luiiy be due 
to n different policy adopted by those iu 
control of the Unitwl States' supply. 
If the latter, it is hard to see how this 
policy can lie ultimately successful with 
a restriction of proiiiietion.
